Decades 
disperse even some of the grain. Only Incidents 
somehow essential to one's lite remain vivid.

John Evans says 
that he doubts a bill to sutwrdlnate 
Idaho Power's water ri^ts at Swan 
Falls will bo passed by ' the 
Legislature thisycar. 

But lack of subordination might 
cause him to approve a newer version

— one that would remove an 
estimated 5,000 water users' from a 
lawsuit filed by Idaho Power. 

"I've not really made a determina- 
tion on whether I'd veto that legisla- 
tion again," EvanTsald Tuesday.

pared to pursue the lawsuit. 

The company has filed suit agaUist

On Monday, the Senate turned down 
the most recent effort to subordinate 
the company's water right at Swan 
Falls, or make It secondary inpriorlty 
to other upstream uses, -such as ir- 
rigation foriarmlng.

BOISE (AP) — A new day-caro 
center bill has cleared the Idaho 
House — protiably aided by a child 
abuse case In California. 
. The House voted 59-10 Tuesday for 
legislation requiring background 
checks on all persons who wish to 
Operate child day-core centers fOr five 
or more .children. Licensing ^^ 
qulrements would be up to the coun- 
ties. 

The measure now goes to the 
Senate, 'which earlier In the' session' 
passed a slthilor bill.
